A MAN OF PROVEN CALIBRE. 


In a time like this when th^ people's attention is 


centered upon the necessity of cutting down publSc ex- 
penditures ana tax burdens, the candidacy of such a 
man as John H. Morehead, democratic nominee for con- 
gress in the First district, has R particularly strong ap- 
peal. A record ot four years' sen-ice to the state of Ne- 
braska, during his occupancy of the governor's office, 
stamps Air. Morehead as a safe man to entrust with 
public business. 


Lonjr before the tax question became the acute 


issue that it is now, he was bending his 'official efforts 
toward a reduction in the cost of government, and with 
such success that during the last two years of his ad- 
ministration state taxes were reduced a millon dollars 
from what they hati been before. 


Mr. Morehead, as governor, set an example of sim- 


plicity and economy to ail state departments and em- 
jiloycs, by asking the legislature to cut down the ap- 
propriation of his own office, lie paid all his own trav- 
eling expenses and abolished the use oTTnileage books, 
which ha« been revived under the present administra 
tlon, and serces oe a means of covering up private trips 
made at public expense. 


Instead of surrounding himself with a set of flunk- 


ies and a red tape system. Mr. Morehead personally at- 
tended to the business of the state. The legislature of 
1915 showed its confidence in him by appropriating a 
special fund for paving along the university farm north- 
east of Lincoln, the exRenditure of which was placed 
m his hands. Prison labor was used on this project 
and a considerable part of the money was never spent, 
the coat being held down to a figure well below the ap- 
propriation. 


Jt was Governor Morehead who appointed the first 


board of control for Etate institutions and removed 
them from the sphere of partisan politics. He showed 
his freedom from party bias in other ways by retain- 
ing appointive republican officials who had ''demon- 
strated their worth and capacity under a previous ad- 
ministration, and by recommending to the legislature 
in his first message that the party circle be abolished In 
order to stimulate independent voting. 


The democratic simplicity of Mr. Morehead was 


not only manifested in his official career but also in his 
private life. \Vhlle his family occupied the executive 
mansion, its members looked after the household details 
themselves instead of having the work done by serv- 
ants. Tho humblest citizen -ras as welcome there as 
the wealthiest or most Influential. 


Before his 'election to the governorship, John More- 


head had served as mayor of Falls City, treasurer of 
Richardson county, and state senator from the First 
district. In all of these positions he handled the public 
business with the same careful and painstaking atten- 
tion that he gave to his own affairs. 


It Is only a simple statement of fact therefore, to say 


that in sendiner Mr. Mo"xhead to congress the voters of 
the First district will s ure the services of a man who 
has boon thoroughly t 
ted in the domain of govern^ 


ment and has never been found wanting. 


The First district has been fortunate in being repre- 


sented at Washington, during the past seven years, by 
a high type qian like Congresaman C. F. Reavis. The 
people of the district owe it to themselves to send an- 
other high type man like John H. Morehead to take 
his place at Washington. 


CHARLES LaFEVER GOES TO MARKET. 


Charles LaFever, Idaho sheepman, came into the 


Omaha market the other day with 1,800 head of sheep 
and lambs. It was not a new experience for LeFever 
for ho has been "coming; to market" every year for a 
quarter of a century -with big shipments of cattle and 
sheep. 


During the twenty years LaFever has shipped 300,- 


000 head ot sheep and lambs to the Omaha market. It 
is a remarkable record for a very remarkable man—one 
of the type of pioneer sheep and cattle men pictured by 
short Ktory writers who contributed so much to the up- 
building of the Golden West, 


LaFevep is now 76 years of age. but hi* life on the 


open range has brought him a greater heritage than 
•ven .the golden stream of wealth which has attended 
his efforts <n cattle and sheep raising. He would pass 
anywhere for » man of fifty.' LaFever swung west in 
1864. passing through Omaha on his way to the range 
country in Idaho. He has seen Omaha's stockyards de- 
velop from a very small beginning to the present stu- 
pendous facilities for the handling of live stock and he 
Is the confidant prophet that some day Omaha will be 
the Hv* stock center of the world.

F&kR FOR (CANADIAN EXCHANGE. 


The past week's return of the Canadian dollar to 


parity of exchange.with the United Suites dollar with 
its rise to an actual premium yesterday, after having 
at one time since the war been at 19 1-4 cents discount 
is not the less interesting an event from the fact that 
the depreciation had been so muffc of a mystery to the 
general public. The two currencies had not exchanged 
tit an even valuation since 1916. In December. 1S>20, a 
Canadian paper dollar was good for only 80 3-1 cents 
on the New York market; even at the beginning of 132:' 
it brought only 93^ cents. 


The Canadians, aware that their Government hud 


not engaged m any such irredeemable papr currency 
experiments as> those of the European belligerents, were 
alternately perplexed and resentful over this heavy dis- 
count on their currency In the markets of a neighboring; 
country. Under such circumstances, to have one's dol- 
lar bill good for 100 cents on the northern aide of the 
river and for only 90 or 80 cents on the northern shore, 
was something all but incredible. 


What had really happened was that Canada became 


automatically involved with th» depreciation 
of the 


British pound sterling on the international exchange 
market. Before the war, Canada had usually imported 
from the United States each year two or three times 
as much merchandise, * measured by value, as she ex- 
ported to us. but her exports to England far exceeded 
her imports from that country. The difference 
fii 


the American exchange was at that time mostly ad- 
justed through drawing on her London credits and re- 
mitting to New York. The same relative position, in 
regard to balance of trade with tho United States and 
England existed during and after the 
War. On the 


whole, the actual trade position was more favorable to 
Canada than it had been in the years before 1914. But 
the adverse balance m trade with the United States 
could not be adjusted in the old-fashioned way; first. 
for the reason that a bill of exchange on London had 
come to produce 20 or SO per cent less than before 
the -roar; second, because settlement of England's" ad- 
verse balance in gold had been abandoned. 


No longer being able to reJy on London for adjust- 


ment of the account with the United States on a basis 
of par values, Canada was compelled to apply restric- 
tions to the export of her own gold to the United States 
ajid depreciation of exchange drafts on Canada at New 
York ensued. It was one of those curious economic 
consequences ot the European currency inflation, of 
which the American dollar's depreciation in Spain and 
Sweden during 1918 was the moat notable example. In 
our oVn case, sterling waa then being- sustained at an 
artificial .value in New Tork, which made it possible f or 
neutral Europe, where the depreciation was far greater, 
to buy sterling bills in the Spanish or Swedish markets, 
sell them at a profit in New Ycrrk, and draw out the 
proceeds from America. 


The return of Canadian exchange to par has been 


partly a*- consequence of the recovery of sterling to a 
far smaller discount from the normal par of exchange. 
It has also resulted, however, from increase in Can- 
ada's exports to the United States and decrease of 
h^r purchases in this country; also from the placing- of 
Canadian Government loans on a substantial scale with 
American investors. The upshot has been the balanc- 
ing* of the supply of exchange drawn in Montreal on 
New York with the exchange drawn by New York on 
Montreal. That this return to pah(ty has been achieved 
through normal economic processes, and in line with 
all precedent in the balancing of international accounts, 
is a fact which has an interesting bearing: on the prob- 
lem of the depreciated European exchange rates—New 
York Times.

which has been revived under the present adm lnistra 
tlon, and serces as a m eans of covering up private trips 
made s t public ex pense.

Instead of surrounding him self with a set of flunk ­ 
ies end • red taps system. Sir. Morehead personally a t ­ 
tended to the business of the state. 
The legislature of 
1915 showed its confidence In hint by appropriating a 
special fund for paving along the university farm n o rth­ 
east of Lincoln, the ex penditure of which wpas placed 
in hia hands. 
Prison labor was used on this project 
and a considerable part of the money w as never spent, 
the cost being held down to a figure well below the a p ­ 
propriation.

private life. 
W hile his fam ily occupied the ex ecutive 
mansion. Its m em bers looked a fte r the household detail» 
them selves instead of having the work done by » erv- ( 
ants. 
T he hum blest citizen w as as welcome there aa 
the w ealthiest or most Influential. 
Before hia election to the governorship, John More- 
head had served as m ayor of Falla City, treasurer of 
Richardson county, and sta te senator from the First 
district. 
In all of these positions he handled the public 
business w ith the sam e careful and painstaking a tt e n ­ 
tion tha t he gave to his own affairs. 
It is only a simple statem ent of fact therefore, to say 
tha t in sending Mr. Mo” 'head to congress the voters of 
the F irst district will s 
ure the services of a man who 
has been thoroughly t 
.ed in the dom ain of govern1 
m ent and has never been found w anting. 
T he F irst district has been fo rtun ate in being re pre­ 
sented a t W ashington, during the past seven years, by 
a high type Rian like C ongressm an C. F. Reavis.

The past week’s return of the C anadian dollar to 
parity of ex change*w ith the U nited S tates dollar with 
its rise to an actual prem ium yesterday, a fte r having 
a t one tim e since the w ar been a t 19 1-4 cents discount

general public. The two currencies had not ex changed 
a t un even valuation since 1916. 
ln December, 1920, a 
C anadian paper dollpr whs £ ood for only SO 3-1 cents 
on ths New York m ark et; oven at the beginning of 1922 
it brought only 93^4 cants. 
The Canadians, aw are that their Government, had 
not engaged in any such irredeem able papr currency 
ex perim ents as those of the E uropean belligerent» , were 
alternately perplex ed and resentful over this heavy d is­ 
count on their currency ln ths m ark ets of a neighboring 
country. 
U nder such circum stances, to have one’s do l­ 
lar bill good for 100 cents on the northern side of the 
river and for only 90 or 80 cents on the northern shore, 
w as som ething all but incredible. 
W ha t had really happened w as tha t C anada became 
autom atically involved with th% depreciation 
of the 
B ritish pound sterling on the International ex change 
m arket. 
Before the w ar, C anada had usually im ported 
from the United S ta te s each year two or three tunes 
as much merchandise, "m easured by value, as she e x ­ 
ported to us, but her ex ports to E ngland far ex ceeded 
her im ports from tha t country.

No longer being able to reïy on London for a d jus t­ 
m ent of the account w ith the U nited S tates on a basis 
of par values, C anada was compelled to apply re stric­ 
tions to the ex port of her own gold to the U nited State» 
and depreciation of ex change d ra fts on C anadu at New 
York ensued. 
It w as one of those curious economic 
consequences of the Suropean currency inflation, of 
whkTh the American dollar’s depreciation ln Spain and 
Sweden during 1918 w as the m ost notable ex ample. 
In 
our Sw n case, sterling w as then being sustained a t an 
artificial value ln New York, which m ade it possible for 
neutral Europe, w here the depreciation was far greater, 
to buy sterling bills ln the Spanish or Swedish market» , 
sell them at a profit in New Ycrtk, and d raw out the 
proceeds from America. 
T he return of Canadian ex change to par has been 
partly a consequence of the recovery of sterling to a 
far sm aller discount from the norm al par of ex change. 
It has also resulted, however, from increase in C a n ­ 
ad a's ex ports to the United S tates and decrease of 
h^- purchases in this country; also from the placing of 
C an /d lan G overnm ent loans on a substantial scale with 
American investors.
